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it, and the chair started to fall. As it did, she grabbed the 
door of the pie safe ta keep from falling. She pulled the 
whole thing over, breaking all the milk bowls and covering 
herself in the milk. Her mother just laughed when she saw 
her covered in the milk. 

My grandmother felt that the New Deal by Roosevelt was 
the greatest thing that could have happened. She says, "It 
gave the people jobs and hope," It established the WPA 
project and the CCC camps. My grandmother’s brother and 
brother-in-law worked for the CCC camp to help build the 
Great Smoky Mountain Parkway. My Grandmother said that it 
was through Roosevelt’s projects and efforts that electricity 
and water finally reached the rural areas. She finished high 
school just as the Depression was ending, but jobs were still 
scarce. 

Actually, my grandmother remembers her life during the 
Depression as being fairly normal. Her family had plenty of 
food. They were able to raise crops to support themselves. 
And because they were so self-sufficient, they had to buy 
very few items. She feels that her family was not nearly as 
desperate as many other families.

3 "She does not seem old enough to remember that far-away 


time," I thought as I arrived for my interview concerning the 
Depression. My subject, Mrs. Rethel Whatley, will be forever 
etched in my mind as my third grade teacher and a good family 
friend. Today, however, she became my teacher again, if only 


for thirty minutes. After the last of her students had left 
the room and after I had figured out how to use the tape 
recorder, the interview began. 

I decided to begin the interview by asking the basic 


questions concerning her age and her place of residence. I 
also asked for some basic background information concerning 
her family. She gracefully answered my questions with a 
wealth of information. "T was a young child when the 
Depression hit, but I am able to remember many things," she 
said. My family lived in this area, and my father worked at 
International Paper Company. My family, consisting of my 
parents, my two brothers, and myselfs lived in what they 
called company housing. One of my First memories concerning 


the Depression happened when I was a young girl. I was about 
five years old, and I can remember the whistle which signaled 
that the paper mill was closing down. As I recall; the 
whistle signaling the reopening of the plant did not blow 
until six to nine months later. This was the beginning of 
the Depression here." She then proceeded to remind me that 
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the Depression happened at different times in different 
places and to varying degrees. Satisfied with my answers 
concerning my questions; I moved on to other aspects of the 
Depression. 

I continued the interview by asking questions concerning 
the special conditions that existed as a result of the 
Depression and also by asking about special ways they 
survived the economic crunch. In answering the first part of 
the question, she told me that they did not have many of the 
things that we take for granted today. She remarked, "We did 
not have light bread or sandwich bread. My mother had to 
make bread and things such as that. Cookies and candies were 
reserved for special occasions such as Christmas and 
birthdays. Things such as pencils; paper; and crayons were 
luxury; and fruits were rarely eaten because they were 
expensive." She also said that many times she had to skip 
lunch because her family could not afford to pay for it. 

When asked about the availability of books, she stated that 
many times the only books that were available for reading 
were the books used at school. In answering the second part 
of the question, she stressed that even though the paper mill 
was open, the workers did not make much money. She said that 
people planted gardens and hunted or fished for foad. "A 
family was much better off if they owned land," she stated. 
"My grandfather owned some land in Escatawpa;, and my father 
worked the land when he was not working at the mill. This 
helped us a great deal." Finally, she told of the extensive 
use of the barter system. "If my mother had chickens and 
eggs; she would go to the local store and trade the eggs for 
necessary products such as flour." 

The next thing I did was to inquire about the closeness 


of the neighbors. “Neighbors were true neighbors back then," 

she exclaimed. "Tf one family needed something, other 

families would help them out. I can remember one time when 

my mother and father went to the store and bought food for - ‘a 
our neighbors as well as our family. Also, if a baby was fel clay 
born; other families would help take care of it. In the Ser 
eveningss neighbors would sit outside and talk. Neighbors ; Pe 


were like family.” ae is 
I then decided to ask about Franklin Roosevelt and the : 


New Deal even though I thought she might have been too young toe ee 
to remember it. She surprised me; however, by coming up with x 2 © 
a good deal of information. She said that she could remember o 


the stickers around town concerning Roosevelt’s program. She 
could also remember the existence of work programs such as 
the WPA and the CCC; and she told me that she remembers her 
parents talking about a man enlisted in the WPA who would 
stand around all day leaning an his shovel so that he could 
be paid. Finally, she said that looking back on his 
Programs, she felt that Roosevelt did a great deal for this 
country during its hard times. 

The next thing I did was to ask Mrs. Whatley about a 
specific special occasion during the Depression that really 
stood out in her mind. She thought a moment and then relayed 
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to me a tale of a certain Christmas during hard times. "Tt 
was Christmas Eve, and my mother took us out for a walk so 
that Santa Claus could come. While we were out my father, 


alias Santa Claus, brought in his presents and set up a 
Christmas tree covered with homemade ornaments and beautiful 
candles. We entered the house through the back door, and I 
remember my excitement when I saw the beautiful tree through 
the kitchen door. My bBrother’s present was a bright red 
wagon which I will always remember, and I received a red 
rocking chair anda lovely doll. We were very surprised that 
we rec@ived anything at all because we were aware of the 
tight financial problems of our family." As I heard this 
tale, I knew that the true spirit of Christmas had been 
captured on that long-ago day. 

Another question I asked concerned entertainment. She 
Said that most of the things they did for entertainment were 
based on outings with friends. Having friends over after 
school; going on picnicss and going on Swimming outings 
constituted the majority of the entertainment. The teenagers 
had parties on the Pascagoula beach at the pavillion that was 
there at the time, and they went swimming in the clean ocean 
waters. She also said that if they could get the money; they 
would go to the movies. Therefore, when they had the time; 
their entertainment consisted of good, clean fun! 

Finally, I asked her about her reflections on that 
period of time. I also asked her how the lessons of the 


period affected her life. “Despite hard economic times; we 
were happy with what we had," she stated. Her answer to the 
second question was that she learned the value of money; and 
she learned not to take things for granted. Finally; she 
saids "History 15 a good teacher. Something like the 
Depression might happen again if we are not careful. Don’t 


take things for granted or you will Be hurt when you fall.” 

People today can learn a good lesson from the people of 
the Depression. Despite the hard times, these people 
triumphed and prospered. They were hardworking people who 
led simple but happy lives. They had the neighborly spirit 
which I have only experienced twice in my life, Both during 
times of disaster. Maybe if we can stop complaining about 
what 15 wrong with society and if we can learn to enjoy what 
we have, life in America would be better for all people.
